A MYSTERIOUS STRANGER. 


MAN WHO ACCOMPANIED 
KIEFER HERE. 


Mrs. Kiefer Knows of No Reason Why 
Her Husband Should Go Away, 
as They Liveg 
Happily.

A day’s work put in by two city de- 
tectives, Schmidt and Caudle, under the 
personal direction of Chief Desmond, on the 
mysterious disappearance last Wednesday 
of Joseph Kiefer, the Madison, IIll., sa- 
loonkeeper, has failed to bring to light 
the facts regarding his absence, or to 


reveal his present whereabouts. The work 
of investigation has, however, developed 


points in which the “mysterious man,” 
who has figured so largely in the case, 
stands out more clearly than ever. These 
things have been ascertained: 
Joseph Kiefer had money; 
“roll’ with him. 

‘He paid cash’ for everything, including 
his saloon, 

The “mysterious man’’ was in Madison 
from Sunday till .Tuesday. 


‘He was much with Kiefer, whom he had 
known for years. 

He left there Tuesday. 

Kiefer left: Madison Wednesday after- 
noon at 1 or 2 o’clock. 

Kiefer and the mysterious stranger met 
in Venice and crossed to the foot of North 
Market street together. 

After leaving the ferry, 
up the levee together. 

No one has seen Kiefer since. 

The ‘‘mysterious man’’ lives in a town 
not many miles from St. Louis. Informa- 
tion from there is that he returned home 
Wednesday. Kiefer is not there. The 
man wrote a letter from there Wednesday 
evening. He had time to reach there 
after Kiefer disappeared and write this 
leiter—in which he said he left Madison 
Tuesday. Telegrams report that he says 
he parted from Kiefer at the City Mar- 
shal’s saloon, Madison, on Tuesday after- 
noon. So he did—but he didn't reach home 
until Wednesday evening. 

Several persons saw Kiefer and this 
airaneey — on ssioaduatl tae ne ate ys t 
V ednegaas. afternqon ang. all three descrip- 
tions ef the men tally exactly. There are 
peculiar feateres about the stranger that 
make him easy to identify, and the three 
who saw the men together agree in their 
identification. The two men left the ferry 
and walked up the levee together ou North 
Market street. How far they walked no ane 
knows. Where they went, no one can say. 
Where Kiefer is now is absolutely a mys- 
tery.

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JEFFERSON CITY; Mo., May 6.—Some 
thme between 5 o'clock last night and 8 
o'clock this morning, the Senate calendar, 
including the Fitzgerald and Hall fran- 
chise bills and other important House 
measures, was erased and a new calendar 
was put up. 

The new calendar does not contain these 
bills. 

Docket Clerk, Thomas Smedley, says 
he put the bills on the calendar yesterday 
at the request of certain Senators, and 
designated them as “bills in committee.” 
He says the rule of the Senate has always 
been that bills do not go on the calendar 
until they haye been reporté from the com- 
mittees. He says he makes up the calendar 
on this rule,’ and is not willing to take the 
responsibility of violating the rule without 
instructions from the Senate. 

“I would be glad to put these bills on 
the calendaff if the Genate would instruct 
me to do so,” he said. ‘“‘But I can’t do it 
without authority from the Senate.”’

Attorney General and Governor Warm.- 


ly Urge Such Legislation.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 6.—Henry 
6. Julian of Kansas City, author of the law 
for the sale of street railway franchises, 
last night declared to his friend, Senator 
Odus G. Young, Chairman of the Committee 
of Judiciary, which has so for succeeded in 
suppressing the franchise bills passed by 
the House, that such a measure was just 
and right; that the people were demanding 
it. and it should be given a fair chance in 
the Senate. 

“Tt will ruin you, Ode,”” he said, in con- 
clusion. “if you pursue this course in re- 
gard to these bills. Your political career 
will end with this session of the (Legislature 
if you further attempt to smother these 
measures. Your people will not stand for 
| Ay 

He afterward told a friend that Senator 
Young was so bitterly opposed to any of 
the franchiee bills before his committee that 
they stood no chance of success. Mr. Jul- 
fan is an expert on the subject of fran- 
chises, and after a study of the Fitzgerald 
bill, pronounced it a good measure. 

Gov. Stephens is for a measure that will 
provide for the taxation of franchises. 

“My position on this question has never 
been uncertain,” he sald. “In my first mes- 
sabe to the Legislature two years ago I 
suggested a franchise tax law. I made the 
same suggestion in my message to this Leg- 
islature. It is right to tax franchises, if 
it is right to tax any property. A fran- 
chise is property. It earns money for iis 
possessor and often proves to be more pro- 
fitable than tangible property. The burden 
of taxation haé always been upon the far- 
mer, and it has become too heavy to be 
borne longer without grumbling. This bur- 
den should be lightened, and the way to 
lighten it is to place a just proportion of 
tax upon the franchise values held by cor- 
porations. You can put me down as favor- 
ing the taxation of franch‘ses all the time.” 

Attorney-General Crow favors the taxa- 
tion of franchises. 

“I have alwaye contended,” he said, ‘‘that 
franchises could be taxed under the pres- 
ent law, but if more law will cause them 


to be taxed I am in favor of more law.

THEY HIRED COLLECTORS. 


Put the Collections Were Shown to:Be 
Impossible and the Employed 
Men Lost Their Bonus. 


Bruce A. Thompson, alias H. P. Thomas, 
and Henry E. King, indicted on a charge of 
using the*matls for fraudelent purposes, 
were adjudged guilty by a jury in the 
United States Dietrict Court Saturday 
afternoon. 

After the virdict was read Judge Adams 
ordered an adjournment until 2 o'clock 


when sentence would be pronounced upon 
the priseners. - 

The defendants were charged with operat- 
ing a bogus collection agency. The concern 
was first styled the National Clearing House 
Co., then the National Collection Agency 
and subsequently the Merchants’ Collection 
Agency. 

King claimed that he dispcsed of the busi- 
ness to Thomas on Jan. 18 last for a cash 
consideration of $200. 

The indictment speciried three distinct 
counts, in which H. J. Burkhart, John But- 
ler and Harry Bixby were the alleged vic- 
tims. ‘l'iaey abserted that m response to 
an advertisement they made app.ication 
for a position as collector and received 
notification by mail to call at defendant's 
office in the Koken Buliiding. HaVing de- 
posite] a casa. bond, as the firm required, 
each was envployei as collecior at a salary 
ot jo0 a month. The accounts given them 
to collect were, it is claimed, in mamy in- 
stances fictitous, and that when legitimate 
the debts were impcssbble to collect. 

The Postoftice inspector Department re- 
ceived nearly 300 letters from persons who 
alleged they were’ duped qut of various 
sums of money by Thomas and King. 

A score of them testified at vhe trial. 
One witness asserted that he lost $150 in 
the scheme, The Federal authorities 
charged thousands of doljars were thus 
fraudulently. obtained, and ihat the United 
States maiis were used in furtherance of 
the plan. 

Judge Krum, as counsel for King, sought 
to prove that his client had no connection 
with the agency, and was merely an em- 
ploye of Thomas. He argued that none 
of the postal cards sent out were signed 
by King, Which was prima facie evidence 
of his contention. 

Thomas took the stand Saturday morn- 
ing on his own behalf. He stated that he 
conducted a jegitimdte business and pro- 
duced a ledger in which were posted ac- 
counts for collection amounting to $50,000. 
He said King ‘held a subordinate position 
and had no official connection with the 
concern since January. 

Th:s was disproved ‘by the Government 
by a check dated March 18, in which King 
affixed his signature as secretary of the 
Merchants’ Collection Agency. 

District Attorney Morsey made the open- 
ing argument to the jury. He said: ‘King 
is the brains of this consp'racy. He is the 
one who backed it, and fearing detection, 
he put the burden on Thomas, by trans- 
ferring the business to him.

Tales of Suffering. Recited as Follow- 
ing the Bishop’s Removal: of 
Priests From Livings. 


A meeting of ‘unusual interest to Irish 
Catholics will be held in St. Louis next 
week, beginning Monday. 

The exfled Irish Catholic priests of Colo- 
rado, will assemble from every 6tate in the 
Union, where they have found refuge, and 
welcome to prepare a petition to the Prop- 
saganda at Rome, praying that His Grace; 
Bishop Christopher Matz of Denver, be 


elther deposed or sent to another diocese 
and that an [Irish Catholic bishop. be ap- 
pointed to succeed him. ' 

The conference will appoint two of its 
members to bear the petition to Rome and 
to plead the cause of the homeless prel- 
ates before the authorties at the Vatican, 

Probartiy fifty unS.Ptunate priests will 
take part in the canference, but it is 
claimed many more ‘have felt the sting of 
Bishop Matz’s prejuaices. Some have died 
since they were driven from iheir homes; 
others are too teeble With age to leave 
the church’s asylums, where they are pais- 
ing their declining days; while others have 
given up the fight, Only the active and 
unconquerable spiritts- will be here. 

Bishop Matz’s trandle with the com- 
plaining priests Began with his appoint- 
ment to the diocese of Denver.,He is a Ger- 
man, with. a lovée*for eyerything that is 
German, and a dislike, f is said, for ev- 
erything that is -not. The exiled priests 
contend that as soon ag he entered upon 
the discharge of these duties he exnibited 
a violent antipathy for .Irish. priests and 
removed them without cause and appoint- 
ed German priests to succeed them, / 

The trouble which the alleged exercise 
of these prejudices precipitated were de- 
scribed Saturday by a priest who will be 
a prominent figure in the conference. 

“Bishop Matz, shortly after hé@ Was as- 
signed to Denver, began a systematic cam- 
paign to Germanize the whole diocese. Kv- 
ery Irish priest in his jurisdiction incurred 
his dislike. He would remove us on the 
most trivial charge, and in numerous cases 
ousted Irish priests absalutely without any 
justifiable grounds. When an Irish priest 
was removed a German priest was appoint- 
ed to succeed him. Thréugh this policy, 
pursued relentlessly and almost with ven- 
geance, Irish priests of the diocese were 
soon homeless, with some very rare excep- 
tions, and German priests were advanced 
to the vacant parishes. 

“The worst feature of the 
was that all the parishes where such 
changes were effected, were composed 
largely of Irish or Ipish-Americans. They 
were indignant at the whole _pro- 
ceeding and refused to support. their 
German spiritual advisers. As a result 
the diocese of Denver is in a miserable 
way, and every ehurch in its jurisdiction 
is mortgaged to the limit of its value, all 
mortgages having been placed during 
Bishop Matz’s administration. | 

“Since our exile the Bishop has absolutely 
ignored us and has shown no more sym- 
pathy for us in our misfortune than we 
would receive if we were arch heretics. 
When he drove us out on the prairies of 
Colorado he should at least have seen that 
we did not want for the necessaries of life. 
But he recognized no such obligation, and 
many of us have seen many days when we 
did not have enough to eat. 

“We have been wanderers over the coun- 
try, earning our subsistence. where we 
might, but always hoping that good for- 
tune would ,sometime restore us’ to the 
parishes from which we were so uncere- 
moniously and unjustly ousted. We believe 
our time has come. During our meeting in 
this city we will formulate a lengthy peti- 
tion, stating our grievances and sufferings 
and the relief we desire, A strong condi- 
tion in our. favor is’ the general dissatis- 
faction with the administration of the 
finances of the Diosesé of Denver by Bishop 
Matz. We do not care whether he is de- 
posed or:not. If he is removed to a more 
congenial diocese and an Trish or Irish- 
American Bishop is appointed to succeed 
him, we will be satisfied,’ for our rights 
will then be protected.’’

Officials Say American Sover- 
eignty Is Recognized. 


PRESIDENT’S PLAN EXPLAINED. 


@FEMS TO SATISFY AGUINALDO’s 
REPRESENTATIVES. 


Speedy Surrender Is Anticipated and 
.. (hen a Temporary Form of Gov- 
ernment Is Assured the 
Natives. 


WASHINGTON, May 6.—It is announced 
by officiala here that Aguinaldo’s repre- 
sentatives to the American Philippines 


Commission have formally admitted the 


sovereignty of the United States over the 
Philippine archipelago. 

From a member of the Cabinet it is 
learned that this admission was made to 
President Schurman at a conference held 
by him with Col. Arguelles and Lieut. Ber- 
nal several days ago. It was in reply to a 
direct question put to them by Mr. Schur- 
man, and the character of the answer was 


no doubt as gratifying to the commission 
as it is to the President. 

As a result of a dispatch sent by Mr. 
Schurman, it is the confident expectation 
of the President that the end of the rebel- 
lion is close at hand. This result will not 
be obtained, though, without concessions, 
which have been recommended by the 
commission and which, by direction of the 
President, will be granted. These conces- 
sions contemplate giving to the Filipinos a 
form of government modeled after that of 
the United States. 

The member of the Cabinet who gave 
the above information said that the com- 
mission had unanimously adopted a recom- 
mendation which was submitted to the 
President in Mr. Schurman’s dispatch, pro- 
viding three departments for the new gov- 
ernment of the archipelago—first, the ex- 
ecutive department; second, the legislative 
department, and thjrd, the judicial depart- 


ment. 
The executive department, as recom- 


mended by the commission, is to consist of 
a Governor-General, who shall have abso- 
lute veto power over any acts of the Leg- 
islature, and his Cabinet, formed of leaders 
among the Filipinos and Americans. 

The legislative department will be organ- 
ized as a result of granting suffrage to 
Filipinos having proper qualifications. 

The President will be empowered to ap- 
point the members of the judiciary, just 
as he will be empowered to appoint the 
Governor-General. 

What the Cabinet officer regarded as the 
best feature of the whole matter was the 
acceptance of the commission’s proposi- 
tion by the Filipino envoys. Furthermore, 
it was learned that before the submission 
' of this proposition to them they had as- 
— that they did not represent Gen. 
una. , 

They represented Aguinaldo. 


It is believed that the presentation of 
the commission's proposition was in com- 
pliance with the request of the Filipinos, 
who desired to know what the glittering 
promises made by the United States really 
meant. — , . 

The first proposition made by them to the 
commission was that already reported— 
for the adoption of an armistice, suring 
which time the Filipinos proposed to cal 
together their Congress, and through that 

y arrange for peace. The proposition 
was refused without consideration. 

It was then admitted, the Cabinet of- 
ficers said, that the ey army was too 
weak to stand against the American force, 
which was greatly its superior. Aguinaldo, 
th declared, is not fighting for the in- 
dependence of the country so much as he 

h for the honor of the yates and 
the Filipino envoys thought it humiliating 
that they should be compelled to lay down 
their arms without first understanding 
what the United States proposed to do 
with them. 

If the United States persisted in overrid- 
ing the ‘Filipinos by force, Col. Arguelles 
declared that the latter would retreat to 
the mountains and would oontinue for 

¢ars a guerilla warfare, which would be 
© the great injury of the United States. 

The communication from Mr. Schurman 
made @» deep impression upon the Cabinet 
meeting, and upon the conclusion of the 
meeting it was stated that the situation 
in ‘Luzon, aside from its military feature, 
is most encouraging. 

In the instructions given Mr. Schurman 
and his colleagues they have been directed 
to act in a conciliatory manner toward the 
insurgents, and it is due to the masterly 
wey in which the commission has con- 

icted its work that the Administration be 
feved its success is due. 

Mr. Schurman did not indicate in his 
dispatch whether Col. A elles and Lieut, 
Bernal has returned to uinaldo’s head- 
garters. but it is the understanding of the 

resident that immediately after the in- 
structions sent to-day the commission will 
communicate without delay to the Filipino 
envoys. 


Tt has been {mpressed upon the commis- 
sion that before the Filipinos are granted 
ponce they must first lay down their arms.

INSURGENTS ON LAST LEGs. 


Gen. H. G. Otis Tells of Filipinos 4s 
Soldiers and Probable Subjects. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW .YORK, May 6.—Brigadier-General 
Harrison Gray Otis, who reached Los An- 
geles, Cal., from Manila, May 3, 1s nat- 
urally the best authority now in this coun- 
try on the situation and prospects in the 
Philippines. He gives the Post-Dispatch, 
in the following article, the results of his 
observation and experience in the islands: 

The duration of the pending campaign in 
the Philippines is bound to be brief. 

It is impossible for the army under Agui- 
naldo to continue the fight, and there is no 
hope of military success, even if the fight 
should be continued indefinitely. Neither 


the embattled Filipinos nor the so-called 
Filipino government have the resources 
necessary to insure success. They are 
without adequate arms and ammunition; 
they are without horse, artillery or a navy, 
they have no sufficient commissariat, but 
are compelled to live precariously off the 
country; they. have no treasury; they have 
no efficient organization; they are without 
commanders of knowledge and capacity for 
modern warfare, and, finally, they are 
without cohesion. 

There is no solidarity in the patriotism 
of the population, if patriotism it be. 

The different island peoples are at outs 
with each other, and they will never sub- 
mit to Tagalo rule, to Aguinaldo or any of 
his associate job-seeking statesmen. 

The Filipino soldiers and mimic warriors 
are not without pluck, as they have shown 
in the various actions since the first out- 
break took place, ;but they do not know 
how to fight, and are no match for the 
valorous and intrepid American volunteers 
and regulars who have “gone up against 
them in the duty of mig: ogg a rebellion 
against the authority of the United States 
and of vindicating the flag of the republic 
which they wantonly assailed. 

So that defeat—and complete defeat— 
must be the portion of the revolutionary 
government. 

I look for an unconditional surrender in 
the very near future. 

American interests in the Philippines are 
in good hands. Trust to Dewey on the 
sea, and Major-General Otis on the land to 
do their work well and thoroughly. 

The character of the natives does not, of 
course, commend itself highly to the re- 
spect of enlightened American and Euro- 
pean peoples; yet they are not without their 
virtues,.and under firm and just rule, with 
their natural rights guaranteed to them, 
they can be made capable of much good. 

But they certainly have not that capaci- 
ty for self-government which would war- 
rant turning over the country to their civil 
and military control. They are not, as I 
have already said, united in their desire 
for autonomy and native self-government, 
and if Aguinaldo and his fellows should 
be turned loose to manage the country and 
the government they. would fail. 

The openings afforded in the Philippines 
for the env lopment of American capital 
are neither few nor unimportant; but Amer- 
icans of enterprise and capital should not 
be precipitate in planting themselves in our 
new possessions. ‘‘Fools rush in where 
angels fear to tread.”’ 

When it comes to considering the ques- 
tion of making a living and acquiring profit 
in that country through the labor the 
hands, it must be borne in mind. that the 
climate is @ Tormidable obstacle to ¢om- 
plete success. 

The attempt to supplant native labor 
cannot be accomplished without injustice, 
disturbance and possible revolution. Be- 
sides, the native laborers of the country 
have the natural and indefensfble right to 
a iggntee its labor so far as they are will- 
ng, qualified and able. 
he government of the Philippines will 
not be an easy problem, but neverthelese 
it is a problem which American genius, 
justice and determination can solve. 

The government for the islands should be 


as it is possible for human government to 
be. Our:Government should not undertake 
to overrun the islands with a horde of civil 
officeholders and their hangers-on. It is, 
in the first place, not necessary, and, in 
the next place, would surely result in cor- 
ruption, extravagance, injustice and oppo- 
sition. 

A government largely military, at least 
for the immediate future, is the one best 
adapted to the country.

MEANWHILE THE RECTORY WILL

People of St. Patrick’s Parish in East 
St. Louis Show Their Determin- 
ation Not to Accept a 
German Priest. 


A little girl climbed onto a chair at Mus- 
ical Hall, East St. Louis, Friday night and 
lisped the name of Father Downey. 

Instantly a mighty wave of applause 
Swept over the audience; hats were tossed 


high and a myriad of handkerchiefs flut- 
tered. 


That was the beginning of the mass meet- 
ing, called by St. Patrick's parishioners, to 
register a public protest against the ac- 


tion of Bishop John Janssen in appoint- 
ing a German priest to preside over the 
congregation. 

As foretold in the Post-Dispatch, the 
members of St. Patrick's decided to ap- 
peal to Monsignor Martineilh at Washing- 
ton. It was agreed to ignore the Bishop 
and not present him with a copy of the 
resolutions protesting against Vicar-Gen- 
eral Cluse’s appointment. ‘Tae previous 
indorsement of Father Downey for the po- 
sition was ratified. 

A committee consisting of Daniel Me- 
Glynn, Thomas Hanifan and Dr. John 
Stack was appointed to personally visit 
the papal delegate, and submit the parish- 
loners’ claims to his consideration. Within 
15 minutes after this announcement wes 
made nearly $200 had been subscribed for 
the purpose of defraying the committee’s 
expenses. The contributions ranged from 
5 cents to $5. The women showed con- 
Spicuous generosity in their donations. 

To forestall any attempt by Bishop 
Janssen to enforce his appointment it was 
secretly decided to employ four men to 
Stand guard day and night at Rt. Patrick's 
parochial residence. \

‘He ssaid 
Father Cluse was selected Iby Bishop 
Janssen for the pastorate before Father 
O'Halloran died. The ‘Bishop had said 
there was no reason to rescind the ap- 
pointment; there certainly was none for 
the refusal to appoint Father Downey. 

Prof. T. J. (McDonough read an informa] 
talk, and, among other things, he said: 
‘We are fighting for a man we love and 
honor; on the other hand we regret having 
to draw ‘Father Cluse into such unpleasant 
prominence. There are women in the 
parish who have always made their con- 
fessions in the Trish language, and who 
possibly get along with a German 
priest.’’ 

J. J. Raftery, an old 
rick’s Parish, said: 

“‘We have prospered and beep happy with 
an’ Irish priest to guide our spiritual we!- 
fare. Why send a priest from a German 
town to an Irish town? My friend, I declare 
we won't stand it.” 

“Every society in the parish,’ said Jerry 
J. Kane, “indorsed Father Downey for rec- 
tor. I renember talking to the late lamented 
Father O’Holloran one day about building 
a new school. 

‘* ‘No,’ he said, I can’t do it. I must 
leave that to Father Downey. If Father 
O’Holloran was not competent to judge his 
successor then I say nobody was.” 

City Attorney McGlynn and others made 
speeches defying Bishop Janssen and pro- 
testing their fealty to the church and their 
determination not to submit to the ap- 
pointment of a German priest. 

It was 11 o’clock when the chairman 
stepped to the front of the stage and said: 
‘Those who desire to sign the declaration 
of independence will now step forward.” 

Nearlv every person present signed the 
paper. Then they stood around in groups 
and talked over the situation.

Ir he continues to obstruct the reporting of 
a franchise tax bill he will be marked as the tool of corpora- 
tion tex dodgers and franchise grabbers, and as the enemy 
of the people who support the burden of the government.

Senators who fail to do their full duty in the attempt to pass 
a franchise tax bill will bear the brand of the corporation 
lobby. There is no escape save in the adoption of the law. 
Not a single honest objection can be urged against franchise 
taxation. Not a single point of defense can be made by those 
who protect the franchise-owners from taxation. Many of the 
franchises now free of taxation are pure spoils corruptly ob- 
tained. The people are twice despoiled when these franchise 
values are untaxed. 

If the franchise bills fail it will be due solely to a conspiracy 
to protect rich and powerful tax-dodgers, entered into by the 
corporation lobby and its tools in the State Senate.

He 
has shown himself so geod a Governor 
that he must be renominated for that place, 
and 1904 isn’t so far off.’’

“IT fail to see any excuse for the sound 
money Democracy to distress itself about 
the financial policy that may be laid down 
by the next national convention,” said 
Don M. Dickinson of Detroit, a member 
of the first Cabinet of President Cleveland.

“Nobody at this time can afford to be 
dogmatic as to the future course of Amer- 
ican politics,’ said Senator William Lind- 
say at the Fifth Avenue Hotel to-day. 

‘The present outlook is that Bryan will 
control the Democratic convention. All the 
porties will denounce trusts, of course. But 
f the present condition of 'proégperity con- 
tinues—and the indications gre that it will— 
no party that makes prominent any issue 
that disturbs standards of value can hope 
to succeed before the people. All other 
questions, such as expansion and trusts, 
will be treated as subordinate to the finan- 
cial question. 

“Free silver is reactionary, we all know, 
because it overturns the commercial con- 
ditions that have existed since 1878.’’

Teachers Omitted From Next Year’s 
List Have the Right of Appeal 
to the School 
Board. 


“What is termed by the Board of Education 
' the work of increasing the efficiency of the 
public schools of St. Louis has begun. It 
ia to be continued until new blood and new 
methods have been infused. 

The board says that inefficient teachers 
and teachers who have outgrown their 
‘usefulness will have to go. Principals will 
mot be spared. If, under this weeding out 
by the superintendent the service is not 
improved as the School Board thinks it 

then a new superintendent may 
be tried 


The board has become convinced that the 
fstandagd needs to be raised in the St. Louis 
‘public schools and has determined that it 
Shall be raised at whatever cost may be 
necessary. 

At the meeting of the board next Tuesday 
j@vening Supt. Soldan’s lst of selections for 
jmext year’s corps of principals and teachers 
‘will be presented. Thirty-seven names 
which were on the list last year will not 
be on it this vear. Of this number three or 
four are principals. 

The weeding out was done at the instance 
of the board. It told Supt. Soldan that 

‘the standard of efficiency was too low. He 
claimed ‘the was not responsible, because 
many of the teachers were put on by former 
boards. He was told to let out all the in- 
efficient teachers without regard to any 
Other consideration than merit. 

“The burden of improving the service.” 
faid Director Schroers Friday, ‘“‘has been 
laid upon the superintendent. He has been 
given carte blanche by the board to raise 
the standard of efificieney. If he does not 
do it the board will hold ‘him responsible 

“The trouble is that a great many of the 

principals and teachers have been in the 
schools 2 or 30 years, and their methods 
are those of 30 years ago. New blood is 
needed and new methods are required. 
- “The persons who are not on this vear’s 
list will be given, an opportunity to be 
heard in their owh behalf. If they can 
convince the Commitiee on Irstruction 
that they aie capatle or taht th ‘vy have been 
discriminated against in anv way. they may 
be retained. On account of my aggressive- 
ness Supf Soldan and myself are not on the 
best of terms, but I beil'eve he is an hon- 
est gentleman, and has prepared the lst 
with an eye solely to merit. 

“It is the wish of some of the members 
of the board to introduce the merit sys- 
tem to govern promotions. Under the pres- 
ent system of promotion by succession 
assistants stand practically no 
@hamnce of rising. The effect is to deprive 
them of ambition. I am in favor of annual 
examinations, the teachers making the best 
showing at these to he first promoted. A 
fourth assistant would thus be entitled to 
Strive for a first assistantship, and there 
‘a no reason why she should not rece've 
the appointment if she is competent. 

“I want to say there has been no discrim- 
inatiow against Catholics in the selection 
of the names to be dropped. I have scrutin- 
‘ged the I'st with this in mind. [ found that 
there were fewer Catholics than protest- 
ants on jt. T-am the only Catholic member 
of the boerd. If there should be any at- 
tempt to discriminate in this way I would 
pe the first to notice it and protest against

MESSAGE NOT THREATENING. 


J. Brooks Johnson’s Postal Card Case 
Dismissed. 
The case against J. Brooks Johnson, the 
money lender, cnarged with sending a 
threatening postal card through the mails, 
was dismissed in the United States Dis- 
trict Court Friday. 
Johnson sent a postal card to a client. de- 
manding that an account be settleu with- 
out further delay. 
The authorities held that the communi- 
cation whould have been enclosed in a let- 
ler. 
Judge Krum, representing the defendant, 
moved to, quash the indictment on the 
ground that the matter written on the pos- 
tal card in question was not threatening 
in character. 
Judge Adams agreed with this view of 
the case and said: ‘“‘The obligation of one 
person to another in the shape of a debt 
or otherwise, is in no way dishonorable. 
Our business intereste are largely conduct- 
ed through the credit system, and to no- 
tify a debtor of an obligation in a respect- 
ful manner on a postal card is not held to 
be a violation of the law."’
